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REPORT. 


Durine the quarter ending 3lst March 1900, there were registered in 
Scotland 33,134 Births, 26,106 Deaths, and 7380 Marriages. It will be seen 
from Table ITI. that these numbers are all above the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years.

BIRTHS. 


33,134 Births were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
annual rate of 311 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 3:11 
per cent. 

In the Principal Towns the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons was 
327 ; in the Large Town Districts, 333; in the Small Town Districts, 322; in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts, 271; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 200.

The Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons in Greenock was 357; in 
Glasgow, 342; in Aberdeen, 335; in Leith, 332; in Paisley, 331; in Dundee, 
286 ; in Edinburgh, 279 ; and in Perth, 250. ° 


Of the 33,134 Births, 2115, or 6:4 per cent., were illegitimate. In the 
Large Town Districts, 5:0 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate; in the Small 
Town Districts, 56; in the Insular-Rural Districts, 6:1 ; in the Principal Town 
Districts, 6°2 ; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 8°9. 


A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. Table I. shows the 
rate of illegitimacy to have been highest in the North-Eastern and Southern 
Divisions ; while from Table II. it may be seen that in ten of the Counties the rate 
was over 10 per cent. The lowest rate in any County occurred in Dumbarton, 
viz., 2°3 per cent., and the highest in Kinross, viz., 14°9 per cent. 


Of the 33,134 Births, 17,071 were of males, and 16,063 of females, being in 
the proportion of 106 males to every 100 females. 11,702 Births were registered 
during January, or at the rate of 377 daily ; 9899 during February, or 354 daily ; 
and 11,533 during March, or 372 daily.

DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 26,106 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 245 for every ten thousand of estimated 
population, or 2:45 per cent. 


The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 
was 181,313, being at the annual rate of 229 for every ten thousand of the esti- 
mated population, or 2°29 per cent. 


The Death-rate for every ten thousand persons in the Principal Town 
Districts was 254; in the Large Town Districts, 243; in the Small Town

The Death-rate in Perth for every ten thousand persons was 329; in | 
Glasgow, 278; in Paisley, 266; in Dundee, 263; in Greenock, 258; in Edin- 
burgh, 241; in Aberdeen, 231; and in Leith, 180. 3 


Of the 26,106 Deaths, 12,813 were of males, and 13,293 of females. 8495 | 
Deaths were registered during January, or 274 daily ; 9299 during February, or 
332 daily ; and 8312 during March, or 268 daily. 


MARRIAGES. 


7380 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at 


the rate of 69 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°69 per 
cent, 


Marriages occurred in the Principal Town Districts at the rate of 86 for 
every ten thousand of the estimated population ; in the Large Town Districts the 
rate was 76; in the Small Town Districts, 60; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
44; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 52. 


In Paisley, the Marriage-rate for every ten thousand persons was 103; in 
Greenock, 96 ; in Glasgow, 94; in Aberdeen and in Perth, 84; in Dundee, 83 ; 
in Edinburgh, 78; and in Leith, 53. 


4028 Marriages were registered during January, or 130 daily ; 1682 during 
February, or 60 daily ; and 1670 during March, or 54 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 33,134, and the Deaths 
26,106, the natural increase of the population, not allowing for changes consequent 
on emigration or immigration, was 7028, Of the number of immigrants no satis- 
factory estimate can be formed, but in regard to emigrants, it is found from Returns 
furnished by the Board of Trade that the number of these for the quarter was 
42,237, of whom 15,264 were English, 2487 Scottish, 5243 Irish, 18,374 Foreign, 
and 869 whose nationality was not stated, but of whom 52 may be assumed to 
be Scottish. If, then, 2487 +52, the number of Scottish emigrants, be deducted 
from the number representing the excess of Births over Deaths, the approximate 
increase of the population during the quarter appears to have been 4489.

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DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


About 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland is resident in these towns, 
and it may be assumed that diseases which prevail in them will be found to a 
corresponding extent throughout the country. 


The total Deaths in these towns amounted to 3389 during January, 3640 
during February, and 3271 during March; and of these 128 in J anuary, 163 in 
February, and 135 in March were not specified or ill-defined, 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 370 Deaths in January, or 2°71 per thousand of 
the estimated population ; 440 in February, or 3°57 per thousand ; and 373 in 
March, or 2:73 per thousand. 


Measles caused 126 Deaths in J anuary, or 0°92 per thousand of estimated 
population ; 79 in February, or 0°64 per thousand ; and 79 in March, or 0°58 per 
thousand. Scarlet Fever caused 35 Deaths in January, or 0°26 per thousand ; 
30 in February, or 0°24 per thousand ; and 30 in March, or 0:22 per thousand. 
From Hooping-Cough there resulted 42 Deaths in J anuary, or 0°31 per thousand ; 
62 in February, or 0°50 per thousand; and 87 in March, or 0°64 per thousand. 
To Diphtheria were attributed 29 Deaths in January, or 0:21 per thousand ; 18 
in February, or 0°15 per thousand ; and 32 in March, or 0:23 per thousand, To 
Fevers were ascribed 19 Deaths in January, or 0°14 per thousand ; 19 in February, 

or 0°15 per thousand ; and 26 in March, or 0°19 per thousand. 


Diarrhea and Dysentery caused 30 Deaths in January, or 0:22 per thousand 
of estimated population ; 40 in February, or 0°32 per thousand ; and 42 in March, 
or 0°31 per thousand. | 


Venereal Diseases caused 15 Deaths in January, 15 in February, and 12 in 
March. !

To Constitutional Diseases were attributed 541 Deaths in January, 552 in 
February, and 579 in March; and of these, 124 in January, 98 in February, and 
106 in March, were from Cancer; and from Phthisis, 255 in January, or 1°87 
per thousand of estimated population; 303 in February, or 2°46 per thousand ; 
and 313 in March, or 2°29 per thousand, 


Developmental Diseases caused 252 Deaths in January, 289 in February, 
and 242 in March. 


To Diseases of the Nervous System were ascribed 376 Deaths in January, 
358 in February, and 348 in March. 


Diseases of the Respiratory System caused 859 Deaths in January, 1067 
in February, and 818 in March ; and of these, 9 in January, 2 in February, and 
4 in March were from Croup; 416 in January, 602 in February, and 408 in 
March from Bronchitis; and 352 in January, 383 in February, and 336 in 
March from Pneumonia. 


To Diseases of the Digestive System were ascribed 220 Deaths in January, 
171 in February, and 201 in March, 


From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 82 Deaths in January, 
80 in February, and 79 in March, 


Parturition, or conditions in connection therewith (including Puerperal 
Fever), caused 24 Deaths in January, 18 in February, and 20 in March. 


To Violent Causes were attributed 126 Deaths in January, 110 in February, 
and 123 in March. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

January was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little less than 
the average, with a very low monthly range; a mean temperature fully a 
degree above the average, with a mean daily range decidedly under the average ; 
a mean humidity under the average; a mean rainfall much in excess of the 
average, falling more frequently than the average ; winds blowing with nearly the 
average direction and force. 


February was characterised by a very low mean barometric pressure, with a 
large monthly range; an exceedingly low mean temperature, with a rather large 
mean daily range; a mean humidity under the average; a mean rainfall above 
the average, falling on one day less than the average; and four days’ excess of 
northerly and easterly winds, 
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March was characterised by a, very high es barometric pressure, with a 
monthly range somewhat under the average; a low mean temperature, with a 
nearly average mean daily range; a very low mean humidity; a very small 
rainfall, particularly in the west, falling on four days fewer than the average ; and 
six days’ excess of north-westerly and north-easterly winds. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 29°772 inches in January, 29°549 inches in February, and 30°074 
inches in March. The mean temperature for the quarter was 36°:0, being 2°°3 
below the average mean temperature for the quarter during the last ten years. 
The mean temperature for January was 38°5; for February, 32°:2; and for 
March, 37°:3. The absolute highest temperature was 59°:0 in January, 54°°2 in 
February, and 59°°0 in March; the absolute lowest being 20°°0 in January, 
—1°:0 in February, and 3°°0 in March. Rain fell on 23 days in January, on 14 
in February, and on 11 in March; the mean depth being 5°14 inches in January, 
3°55 inches in February, and 1°31 inches in March. Winds with an easterly 
point blew on 8 days in January, on 10 days in February, and on 11 days in 
March. Winds with a westerly point blew on 16 days in January, on 9 days in 
February, and on 11 days in March. Northerly winds blew on 8 days in 
January, on 10 days in February, and on 15 days in March. Southerly winds 
blew on 10 days in January, on 8 days in February, and on 5 days in March.

By Dr Bucuan, under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish Meteorological Society. 


THESE returns are founded on the observations made, morning and evening, at 65 of 
the Stations of the Scottish Meteorological Society, and have been prepared from the 
Observers’ separate schedules. 

From the individual results for each station, the following collective results have 
been obtained, assuming them to have been equally well observed, and to represent the 
whole country :— ;

JANUARY 1900— 

Hence the weather of JANUARY 1900 was characterised by a barometric pressure 
a little under the average, with a small monthly range ; a mean temperature rather above 
the average, with a mean daily range much less than the average ; a mean humidity, a 
little above the average ; a mean rainfall considerably above the average, and falling on 
a very large number of days not hitherto exceeded in January ; and two days excess) of 
westerly and two days excess of east-north-easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was very unequally distributed, the greater depression, 
being in the north-east, amounted to half the tenth of an inch. On the other hand, in 
ee west from the South Hebrides to Islay, pressure was nearly two hundredths ahove 
the average. 

The mean temperature was 38°°5, or 1°3 above the average, the temperature of the 
days being 1°-0 and the nights 1°-7 higher. The excess of temperature was, on the whole, 
equally distributed over the various districts of the country. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 59°°0 on the 22nd and 23rd at Broomlands, and the lowest 20°0 on the 
Ist at Dollar. A marked feature of the temperature was the comparatively high readings 
which obtained during the nights. In previous Januarys the lowest night temperature 
in 1898 was 22°°5, in 1882 21°°9, and in 1900 it was 20°0. In all the other years since 
1856, much lower readings were obtained in Scotland. In 1900 the lowest reading at 
Leith was 32°1. ; 

The mean rainfall was 5°14 inches, or 25 per cent. above the average. Its distribu- 
tion over the country was very peculiar, being slightly under the average, or only very 
slightly above it in Galloway, and on the wést coast from Cape Wrath to Skye ; but in 
all other parts of the country above the average, and over great breadths very consider- 
ably so. The excess was greatest on the coasts of the Moray Firth and for some distance 
inland, being generally upwards of 60 per cent.; between two lines, one drawn from 
Islay to Aberdeen, and the other from Ayr to the mouth of the Tweed. Here the excess 
rose to 103 per cent. at Campbeltown, 90 per cent. at Montrose, and 73 per cent. at 
Smeaton in East Lothian ; and very generally over this wide district the excess was 
one-half more than the average. The month was persistently rainy throughout, there 
being no day of the month on which rain did not fall at a large number of the stations. 
The largest monthly amounts were 13°47 inches at Lochbuie and 12°84 inches at Glen- 
carron ; whilst on the top of Ben Nevis 35°32 inches fell, being the heaviest fall in 
January hitherto recorded at this elevated position, 
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FEBRUARY 1900— 

The weather of FEBRUARY 1900 was thus characterised by a very low mean 
barometric pressure, with a very large monthly range ; an unusually low mean tempera- 
ture, with a large mean daily range ; a very low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall some- 
what above the average, falling on nearly the usual number of days for February ; and 
a large excess of north-easterly winds, blowing with a force a little under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°549 inches, or 0°304 inch below the average. 
This is one of the lowest mean pressures yet recorded for this month. It was much 
more below the average in the south and east than in the north and west ; thus, while 
on the Solway pressure was 0°355 inch under the average, at North Unst it was only 
0°137 inch. The relatively higher pressure thus indicated at northern and western 
stations than usual, resulted in an excess of wind two days from N., and one day from 
each of the directions NE., E., and S. 

The mean temperature was 32°:2, or 6°'1 less than the average, the days being 5°-2 
and the nights 7°1 colder than usual. This is the second lowest mean temperature 
that has occurred since 1856, the lowest was 29°:0 in 1895, when a like excess of north- 
easterly winds prevailed. In that year, the mean barometric pressure was one of the 
highest recorded, but in that month, as stated at the time, “ pressure was, as compared 
with the average, much higher in the north and west than in the south and east, and 
accordingly northerly and easterly winds prevailed five days more than the average” ; 
thus showing impressively that it is the manner in which barometric pressure is dis- 
tributed over the country, and not the amount of the pressure that rules the character of 
the weather, As happens in such weather at this season, the lowest temperatures were 
experienced at inland stations, whereas round the coasts the weather was much less 
severe. The absolutely highest temperature was 54:2 at Belvidere Hospital, Glasgow, 
and the lowest —1°0 at Drumlanrig on the 12th. 

The mean rainfall was 3°55 inches, or 14 per cent. above the average. The rainfall, 
ineluding snow, was above the average at stations in the east from the mouth of the 
Spey to the Tweed and for a considerable distance inland; in Galloway and South 
Ayrshire, Bute and Arran, and at several places in Orkney and Caithness, In all other 
parts of the country, less than the average rainfall was recorded. In several places the 
amount was very great, exceeding their averages, in percentages, 210 at Duns Castle; 
145 at Broomlands; 125 at Gordon Castle and St Abbs; 98 at Logie Coldstone ; and 
fully 80 at stations in Mid and East Lothian. On the other hand, to the west of a line 
drawn from Nairn to Oban, the average deficiency was about 50 per cent. The third 
week of February 1900 will be long remembered for the widespread and severe wind 
and snowstorms, for the shipping disasters all round the Scottish coasts, and for serious 
interruption to telegraphic and railway communication. 

MARCH 1900— 

Hence the weather of MARCH 1900 was characterised by an unusually high 
barometer, with a monthly range considerably under the average ; a very low mean 
temperature, with a mean daily range a little under the average ; a mean humidity 
slightly under the average ; a very small rainfall, falling on four days fewer than the 
average ; and six days excess of northerly and easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 30:074 inches, or 0°248 inch above the average. 
This high pressure has been exceeded only in 1856 and 1875 when it was respectively 
30°195 inches and 30°151 inches. The excess was very much larger at western and 
northern stations than at stations in east and south. From this manner of distribution 
of the pressure resulted the extraordinary prevalence of northerly and easterly winds, 
with the accompanying dryness and cold which marked the weather of the month. 

The mean temperature was 37°°3, or 2°] less than the average, which was nearly 
equally distributed between the days and the nights. Temperature was considerably 
lower in the east and south than in the west and north. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 59°0 on the 11th at Ochtertyre ; and the lowest 3°0 on the 18th at 
Haddo House. 

The mean rainfall was 1°31 inch, or 54 per cent. under the average. The greater 
part of this precipitation fell as snow. To the east of a line passing through Montrose, 
Braemar, Nairn, Invershin, and Dunrobin, the precipitation was above the average, in a 
few cases largely so, the excess being occasioned by the heavy snowfalls. In all other 
ie of Scotland, the amounts were under the averages. Indeed, over extensive 

istricts, only from a tenth to a fourth of the average was collected. During the first 
fortnight little or no rain or snow fell, except in the above districts where for the month 
the average was exceeded. At the Ben Nevis Observatory, which was in the very dry 
district, 3°84 inches were collected, being the lowest hitherto recorded in March, and 
forming a strong contrast to the preceding January, when there fell 35°32 inches of rain 
and melted snow.

In the Town of Greenock, the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons was 
393; in Paisley, 355; in Glasgow, 343; in Aberdeen, 341; in Leith, 336; in 
Dundee, 299; in Edinburgh, 291 ; and in Perth, 285. 


Of the 34,346 Births, 2153, or 6°3 per cent., were illegitimate. In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, 7°9 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate ; in the 
Principal Town Districts, 6°3 ; in the Small Town Districts, 5-8; in the Insular- 
Rural Districts, 5-6 ; and in the Large Town Districts, 4°5 per cent. 


A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. As usual, the rate of 
illegitimacy was highest in the North-Eastern and Southern Divisions. From 
Table II. it will be seen that in eight of the Counties the rate was over 10 per 
cent. The highest rate occurred in Dumfries, with 13°8 per cent., and the lowest 
in Renfrew, with 3:4 per cent. 


Of the 34,346 Births, 17,428 were of males, and 16,918 of females, being at 
the rate of 103 males to every 100 females. 11,350 Births were registered during 
April, being at ‘the rate of 378 daily; 11,564 during May, or 373 daily; and 
11,432 during June, or 381 daily.

8370 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at 
the annual rate of 78 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°78 
per cent.

Districts was 98; in the Large Town Districts, 74; in the Small Town Districts, 
66; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 60; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 21. 


Marriages occurred in Edinburgh at the rate of 111 for every ten thousand 
of the estimated population ; in Glasgow, at the rate of 108; in Perth, at the rate 
of 105; in Aberdeen, at the rate of 94; Dundee, 82; Leith and Paisley, 79 ; 
and Greenock, 74. 


2518 Marriages were registered during April, or 84 daily ; 842 during May, 
or 27 daily ; and 5010 during June, or 167 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 34,346, and the Deaths 
19,651, the natural increase of the population, not allowing for changes caused by 
emigration or immigration, amounted to 14,695, Of immigrants no satisfactory 
estimate can be formed, but with regard to emigrants, it is found from the Returns 
furnished by the Board of Trade that the number of these for the quarter amounted 
to 90,150, of whom 23,658 were English, 5030 Scottish, 21,456 Irish, 39,298 
Foreign, and 708 whose nationality was not distinguished, but of whom 40 may 
be assumed to have been Scottish. If, then, 5030+ 40, the number of Scottish 
emigrants, be deducted from the number representing the excess of Births over 
Deaths, 9625 appears to be the probable increase of the population during the 
quarter,

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


Of the whole population of Scotland about 36 per cent. is resident in these 
towns, and it may be assumed that diseases prevailing in them will be found to a 
corresponding extent throughout the country. 


The total Deaths in these towns amounted to 2852 in April, 2636 in May, 
and 2371 in June; and of these 119 in April, 108 in May, and 82 in June were 
unspecified or ill-defined. 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 273 Deaths in April, or 2°07 per thousand of 
the estimated population ; 261 in May, or 1°91 per thousand ; and 231 in June, 
or 1°75 per thousand. 


Measles caused 79 Deaths in April, or 0°60 per thousand of the estimated 
population; 66 in May, or 0°48 per thousand; and 81 in June, or 0°61 per 
thousand. Scarlet Fever caused 22 Deaths in April, or 0°17 per thousand; 18 
in May, or 0°13 per thousand; and 20 in June, or 0°15 per thousand. To 
Hooping-Cough were ascribed 82 Deaths in April, or 0°62 per thousand; 115 in 
May, or 0°84 per thousand; and 87 in June, or 0°66 per thousand. From 
Diphtheria there resulted 19 Deaths in April, or 0°15 per thousand ; 28 in May, 
or 0°21 per thousand; and 13 in June, or 0°10 per thousand. To Fevers were 
attributed 17 Deaths in April, or 0°13 per thousand; 16 in May, or 0°12 per 
thousand ; and 13 in June, or 0°10 per thousand. 





Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 34 Deaths in April, or 0°26 per thousand of 
estimated population ; 49 in May, or 0°36 ; and 33 in June, or 0°25 per thousand, 


Venereal Diseases caused 11 Deaths in April, 8 in May, and 20 in June. 


From Intemperance there resulted 5 Deaths in April, 10 in May, and 4 in 
June, 
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Constitutional Diseases were the cause of 614 Deaths in April, 583 in May, 
and 499 in June ; and of these, 122 in April, 111 in May, and 105 in June were 
from Cancer; and from Phthisis, 312, or 2°36 per thousand of estimated popula- 
tion in April ; 299, or 2°19 per thousand in May; and 249, or 1°89 per thousand 
in June. 


Developmental Diseases caused 243 Deaths in April, 189 in May, and 201 in 


June. 


To Diseases of the Nervous System were attributed 330 Deaths in April, 340 
in May, and 285 in June. 


Diseases of the Respiratory Organs caused 584 Deaths in April, 427 in 
May, and 405 in June ; and of these, 6 in April, 5 in May, and 2 in June were 
from Croup; 250 in April, 171 in May, and 128 in June from Bronchitis; and 
268 in April, 207 in May, and 236 in June from Pneumonia. 


Diseases of the Digestive System caused 159 Deaths in April, 147 in May, 
and 178 in June, 


From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 69 Deaths in April, 73 
in May, and 67 in June, 


Parturition, or Diseases in connection therewith (including Hoerneay Fever), 
caused 18 Deaths in April, 12 in May, and 18 in June. 


To Violent Causes were ascribed 131 Deaths in April, 137 in May, and 100 
in June. 


WEATHER, 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from — 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

April was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little less than the 
average, with a monthly range greatly above it ; a mean temperature fully a degree 
above the average, with a mean daily range considerably above it; a mean 
humidity slightly below the average; a mean rainfall rather under the average, | 
falling on three days more than the average; and six days’ excess of westerly 
winds, blowing with a force considerably above the average. 


May was characterised by a mean barometric pressure, a little less than the’ 
average, with a monthly range considerably more than the average; a mean tem- | 
perature nearly half a degree above the average, with a mean daily range a little 
under the average; a rather low mean humidity ; a mean rainfall a little under 
the average, falling on the average number of days ; and two days’ excess of south 
winds, with a wind force greatly above the average. 18 
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June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure below the average, 
with a monthly range slightly above the average; a mean temperature nearly a 
degree above the average, with a mean daily range near the average; a mean 
humidity slightly above the average ; a mean rainfall nearly the third of an inch 
above the average, falling on four days more than usual; and an excess of four 
days’ of N.E., S.E., and S., and a defect of four days’ of S.W. and W, winds, 
with a wind force distinctly below the average. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 29°850 inches in April, 29°923 inches in May, and 29°883 inches in 
June. The mean temperature for the quarter was 50°:0, being 0°:5 above the 
average mean temperature for the quarter during the last ten years. The mean 
temperature during April was 45°°7; during May, 48°°7; and during June, 55°7. 
The absolute highest temperature was 75°:0 in April, 75°°0 in May, and 79°:0 
in June; the absolute lowest temperature being 21°°0 in April, 21°°8 in May, and 
33°°0 in June. Rain fell on 16 days in April, on 14 days in May, and on 15 
days in June; the mean depth being 2°66 inches in April, 2°52 inches in May, 
and 3°17 inches in June. Winds with an easterly point blew on 6 days in April, 
on 10 days in May, and on 12 days in June. Winds with a westerly point blew 
on 17 days in April, on 12 days in May, and on 9 days in June. Northerly winds 
blew on 8 days in April, on 10 days in May, and on 6 days in June. Southerly 
winds blew on 9 days in April, on 10 days in May, and on 12 days in June.

FOR THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH JUNE 1900. 


By Dr Bucuay, under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish Meteorological Society. 


THESE returns are founded on the observations made, morning and evening, at 65 of 
the Stations of the Scottish Meteorological Society, and have been prepared from the 
Observers’ separate schedules. 

From the individual results for each station, the following collective results have 
been obtained, assuming them to have been equally well observed, and to represent the

APRIL 1900— 

Hence the weather of APRIL 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
a little less than the average, with a monthly range greatly above it ; a mean temperature 
a degree and a half above the average, with a mean daily range unusually large, being, 
indeed, only exceeded since 1856 by the Aprils of 1892 and 1893, the means of which 
were respectively 18°°5 and 187 ; a mean humidity, a little under the average ; a mean 
rainfall, a little in excess of the average, falling on three days more than -the average ; 
and a large excess of W.-N.-W. winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29850 inches, or 0°038 inch less than the average. 
The deviations from the averages among the stations differed very widely from each other. 
Thus while in Shetland mean pressure was 0°100 inch less than the average, at the Mull 
of Galloway it was 0:025 inch above it; and, further, the deficiency was much greater 
at eastern than at western stations—resulting in 4 days excess of W. winds and two days 
of N.-W. winds, and a corresponding deficiency of easterly winds. 

The mean temperature was 45°°7, or 1°°5 above the average, the days being 3°-0 
above the average, while the nights were only the average. Thus the higher temperature 
was wholly occasioned by the greater warmth of the days. In Shetland and Caithness 
the mean temperature was about half a degree under the average, but temperature 
gradually increased on advancing inland towards the south-east, till it rose to 2°°0 above 
the average over the district lying between the Firth of Forth and the Tweed. On the 
other hand, the excess of temperature was only half a degree over Galloway. At the 
end of the third week temperature was unusually high for the season, when the absolutely 
highest for the month (75°0) occurred at Aberdeen on the 20th. On the other hand, 
low temperatures were observed in the beginning of the first and the fourth weeks, the 
absolutely lowest for the month being 21°°0 on the 30th at Lednathie. 

The mean rainfall was 2°66 inches, or 20 per cent. above the average. The rainfall 
was under the average to the east of a line drawn from Peterhead, and passing Braemar, 
Ochtertyre and Rosewell to the mouth of the Tweed, the prevailing winds having been, 
in crossing the Grampians, drained of much of their moisture. Over this important 
agricultural part of Scotland, the deficiency was from one third to a half of the average 
rainfall of April. Over all other parts of the country the rainfall exceeded the average, 
the greatest excess, nearly double the average, falling over the districts to north-west of 
the Grampian Range. At stations in the west from Mull to the Solway, the excess was 
only from one sixth to half the average. The larger portion of the rain fell from the 
10th to the 16th. Fogs were pretty general on the 18th and 19th in the west, and more 
generally from the 21st to the 24th. Storms occurred from the 3rd to the 5th in Orkney 
and Shetland ; and from the 12th to the 16th south of the Grampians. 

MAY 1900— 

Hence the weather of MAY 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
slightly under the average, with a monthly range greatly above it; a mean temperature 
a little under the average, with a mean daily range half a degree under it; a mean 
humidity considerably under the average; a mean rainfall a little above the average,

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falling one day more than the average ; and the wind near the average both as regards 
direction and force. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°923 inches, or 0°017 inch less than the 
average. Departures from the averages varied considerably in different districts, the 
greatest difference, 0°050 inch under the average, was in the southern half of the Outer 
Hebrides, whilst, in Wigtonshire, pressure slightly exceeded the average. 

The mean temperature was 48"°7, or 0°'3 less than the average, the days being 0°°5 
above the average, and the nights the average. The distribution of temperature was 
_ very irregular, being above the average within the space circumscribed by a line passing 
through Dundee, Kingussie, Glencarron, Monach, Barrahead, Campbeltown, Turnbery, 
Roslin, and St Abbs. The highest temperatures, about a degree above the average, were 
in Mid and East Lothians, and Lower Clydesdale. On the other hand, in Galloway, 
Islay, and Orkney, temperature was a degree under the average, and in Shetland a degree 
andahalf. The absolutely highest temperature was 75°:0 on the 16th at Paisley, and 
the lowest, 21°°8, on the 2nd at Lednathie. 

_ The mean rainfall was 2°52 inches, or 10 per cent. above the average. Its distribution 
was extremely irregular, being in excess of the average in Caithness, the Outer Hebrides, 
and to the south and west of a line passing through Glenquoich, Braemar, Dollar, 
Dumbarton, Leadhills, and Wolfelee. Over this large area, the excess was generally a 
half more than the average, which, however, was much exceeded at individual stations, 
being above the average stated in percentages, 135 at the Mull of Kintyre ; 120 at Lead- 
hills ; 103 at Stronvar; 89 at Cally ; and 82 at Fort William. Elsewhere, the rain- 
fall was under the average, the greatest deficiency occurring south of the Firth of Forth 
and in Aberdeen, where the fall was only half the average. Nearly the whole of the 
rain fell during the first and third weeks. Almost no rain fell from the 9th to the 16th 
and on the last three days of the month. The first five days of the month were stormy, 
especially in the west. Thunderstorms were not reported. 

JUNE 1900— 

Hence the weather of JUNE 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure somewhat under the average, with a monthly range a little above it ; a mean 
temperature nearly a degree above the average, with a mean daily range just below the 
average ; a mean humidity considerably above the average ; a mean rainfall, fully half 
an inch more than the average, falling on two days in excess of the average ; and four 
days excess of easterly winds, blowing with a force much under the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°883 inches, or 0°059 inch less than the 
average. Barometric pressure was under the average toa much greater extent in the 
south and west than in the north and east, thus forming gradients for the excess of 
easterly winds which prevailed. 

The mean temperature was 55°°7, or (0°°8 above the average, the excess being 
equally partitioned between the days and the nights. Owing to the great excess of 
easterly winds from the North Sea, which, at this season, is much lower in temperature 
than the land, the mean temperature over a narrow strip along the whole of the east 
coast was under the average, the deficiency at a number of stations amounting to a 
degree and a half; and it is deserving of remark that the deficiency extended inland 
down the Caledonian Canal as far as Fort Augustus. Over every other part of Scotland 
temperature was above the average, the greatest excess, from 2°°0 to 3°5, being at 
western stations, in other words, in those districts at which the easterly winds arrived 
after the longest passage over the heated land. Thus while at Peterhead temperature 
was 1°°8 under the average, it was 3°'4 above it at Kyleakin ; and while at Arbroath it 
was 1°6 under, it was 3°1 above the average at Rothesay. The absolutely highest 
temperature was 79°°0 at Fort William on the 13th, Airds on the 10th, and Rothesay on 
the 16th ; and the lowest 33°°0 on the 23rd at Lednathie. 

The mean rainfall was 3°17 inches, or 23 per cent. above the average. The dis- 
tribution of the amount was extremely irregular. It was under the average near the 
coast from the Firth’ of Forth to Montrose; the north-east of Aberdeenshire ; the head 
of the Moray Firth, Caithness, Orkney, and Shetland ; and nearly the whole of the west 
coast from Cape Wrath to the Mull of Galloway. In these scattered districts the 
deficiency varied generally from 25 to 75 per cent. Over all the rest of Scotland, the 
rainfall wes above the average. In some places the excess was great, being stated in 
- percentages, 122 at Dumbarton ; 113 at Stobo Castle ; 100 at Cally ; and more than 75 
per cent. at Dumfries, Glasgow, Lednathie, and Haddo House. The first five days of the 
month were rainless, but rains were frequent and mostly widespread during the rest of 
the month. Thunderstorms, often accompanied with heavy rains, were unusually 
frequent during the month, particularly on the 6th, 10th te the 13th, 20th to the 23rd, 
and 30th. The thunderstorm of the 11th was remarkably severe. But the most striking 
meterological feature of the month was an extraordinary prevalence of fogs in the east 
and north as far as North Unst from the 2nd to the 4th, and 14th to the 24th. Fogs, but 
much less general and persistent, occurred in the west to the south of Islay from the 5th 
to the 19th. No storms cf wind are reported.

BIRTHS. 


32,922 Births were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
rate of 303 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 3-03 per cent. 

The Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons in the Principal Town Districts 
was 312; in the Large Town Districts, 320; in the Small Town Districts, 318 ; in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts, 267 ; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 233.

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The Birth-rate in Greenock for every ten thousand persons was 360 ; in 
Aberdeen, 330; in Glasgow, and in Leith, 322; in Paisley, 287; in Dundee, 
275; in Edinburgh, 263 ; and in Perth, 248. 


Of the 32,922 Births, 2242, or 6°8 per cent., were illegitimate. In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, 8°8 per cent. of the Births were ilegitimate ; in the 
Small Town Districts, 6°8; in the Principal Town Districts, 6°7 ; in the Large 
Town Districts, 4:9; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 4:7 per cent. 


A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. From Table I. it 
will be seen that the rate of illegitimacy was highest in the North-Eastern and 
Southern Divisions; and Table II. shows that in seven of the Counties the rate 
was over 10 per cent. The highest rate in any county occurred in Banff, viz., 
16-2 per cent. ; while in Kinross none of the Births were illegitimate. 


Of the 32,922 Births, 16,775 were of males, and 16,147 of females, being at 
the rate of 104 males to every 100 females. 11,368 Births were registered during 
July, being at the rate of 367 daily; 11,202 during August, or 361 daily ; and 
10,352 during September, or 345 daily.

DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 17,208 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 158 for every ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1°58 per cent. ; 


The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 


was 133,094, being at the annual rate of 165 for every ten thousand of the esti- 


mated population, or 1°65 per cent. 


The Death-rate in the Principal Town Districts for every ten thousand 
persons was 176; in the Large Town Districts, 152; in the Small Town 
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In Greenock the Death-rate for every ten thousand persons was 191; 
in Glasgow, 187; in Aberdeen, 183; in Perth, 174; in Paisley, 172; in 
Edinburgh, 168 ; in Dundee, 160; and in Leith, 146. 


Of the 17,208 Deaths, 8704 were of males, and 8504 of females. 5891 
Deaths were registered during July, or 190 daily ; 5714 during August, or 184 
daily ; and 5603 during September, or 187 daily. 


MARRIAGES, 


7965 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at 
the annual rate of 73 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 0°73 
per cent. 


In the Principal Town Districts, the Marriage-rate for every ten thousand 
persons was 97; in the Large Town Districts, 75 ; in the Small Town Districts, 
64 ; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 42 ; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 17. 


The Marriage-rate for every ten thousand persons in Edinburgh was 112; 
in Perth, 106; in Glasgow, 103; in Aberdeen, 100; in Greenock, 94; in 
Paisley, 87; in Dundee, 79; and in Leith, 73. 


4007 Marriages were registered during J uly, or 129 daily; 1824 during 
August, or 59 daily ; and 2134 during September, or 71 daily, 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION, 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 32,922, and the Deaths 
17,208, the natural increase of the population, not allowing for changes caused by 
emigration or immigration, amounted to 15,714. No satistactory estimate of the 
number of immigrants can be formed, but with regard to emigrants, it is found 
from the Returns furnished by the Board of Trade that the number of these for the 
quarter amounted to 105,402, of whom 37,318 were English, 8911 Scottish, 
12,672 Irish, 44,974 Foreign, and 1527 whose nationality was not distinguished, 
but of whom 131 may be assumed to haye been Scottish. If, then, 89114131, 
the number of Scottish emigrants, be deducted from the number. representing 
the excess of Births over Deaths, 6672 appears to be the probable increase of 
the population during the quarter.

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, 


About 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland is resident in these 
towns, and it may therefore be assumed that diseases which prevail in them will 
be found to a corresponding extent throughout the country. 


The total Deaths in these towns was 2460 in July, 2370 in August, and 
2348 in September; and of these 118 in July, 103 in August, and. 126 in 
September, were not specified, or ill-defined. 


’ Miasmatic Diseases caused 261 Deaths in July, or 1:91 per thousand of 
the estimated population ; 220 in August, or 1°61 per thousand; and 192 in 
September, or 1°45 per thousand. Under the heading “ Other Miasmatic Diseases,” 


there were entered, in September, 6 Deaths, which had ps registered in Glasgow, 
from Plague. 


Measles caused 90 Deaths in July or 0°66 per thousand of the estimated 
population; 53 in August, or 0°39 per thousand; and 20 in September, or 
0°15 per thousand. Scarlet Fever caused 25 Deaths in J uly, or 0°18 per thousand ; 

19 in August, or 0°14; and 20 in September, or 015. To Hooping-Cough 
were attributed 82 Deaths in July, or 0°60 per thousand; 93 in August, or 
0:68 ; and 80 in September, or 0°61. To Diphtheria were ascribed 17 Deaths 
in July, or 0°12 per thousand; 18 in August, or 0°13; and 32 in September, 
or 0°24. From Fevers there resulted 26 Deaths in July, or 019 per 
thousand ; 28 in August, or 0°21; and 25 in September, or 0°19 per thousand. 

Diarrhcea and Dysentery caused 85 Deaths in July, or 0°62 per thousand of 


the estimated population; 151 in August, or 1-11 per thousand ; and 108 in 
September, or 0'82 per thousand. 


Venereal Diseases caused 16 Deaths in July, 13 in August, and 20 in 
September. 


From Intemperance there resulted 7 Deaths in J cay, 9 Deaths in August, 
and 11 Deaths in September. 
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Constitutional Diseases were the cause of 527 Deaths in July, 480 in August, 
and 520 in September ; and of these, 119 in July, 119 in August, and 134 in 
September were from Cancer; and from Phthisis, 261, or 1°91 per thousand of 
the estimated population in July; 218, or 1°60 per thousand in August; and 
232, or 1°76 per thousand in September. 


Developmental Diseases caused 145 Deaths in July, 163 in August, and 148 


in September. 


To Diseases of the Nervous System were ascribed 304 Deaths in July, 281 
in August, and 249 in September. 


Diseases of the Respiratory System caused 317 Deaths in July, 281 in 
August, and 330 in September ; and of these, 1 in July, 5 in August, and 4 in 
September were from Croup; 102 in July, 99 in August, and 130 in September 
from Bronchitis; and 187 in July, 151 in August, and 160 in September from 
Pneumonia. 


To Diseases of the Digestive System were attributed 201 Deaths in July, 241 
in August, and 219 in September. 


From Diseases of the Urinary System there resulted 66 Deaths in July, 64 
in August, and 55 in September. 


Parturition, or Diseases in connection therewith (including Puerperal Fever), 
caused 14 Deaths in July, 14 in August, and. 23 in September. 


To Violent Causes were attributed 109 Deaths in July, 98 in August, and 
120 in September. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little above the 
average, with a monthly range a little less than the average ; a mean temperature 
greatly above the average, and only once previously exceeded in 1868, when the 
mean temperature was 61°°0; a mean daily range of temperature a degree less 
than the average; a mean humidity slightly above the average; a mean rainfall 
a little above the average, and falling on five days more than the average. 


August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure and monthly range 
both considerably above the average; a mean temperature a degree less than the 
average, with a mean daily range much under the average; a mean humidity a 
little above the average; a mean rainfall largely above the average, falling on 
the average number of days ; and a large excess of northerly and easterly winds. 
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September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure greatly above 
the average, with a monthly range also considerably above the average; a mean 
temperature about a degree above the average, accompanied with a very large 
mean daily range ; a mean humidity rather under the average ; a mean rainfall 
a little below the average, falling on the average number of days. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fabr., was 29°929 inches in July, 29°950 inches in August, and 29°958 inches in 
September. The mean temperature for the quarter was 56°°2, being 0°°5 above 
the average mean temperature for the quarter during the last ten years. The 
mean temperature during July was 58°°9; during August, 55°°8; and during 
September, 53°°8. The absolute highest temperature was 83°:0 in July, 82°°8 in 
August, and 83°:5 in September ; the absolute lowest temperature being 36°°0 in 
July, 34°°0 in August, and 27°°2 in September. Rain fell on 19 days during 
July, on 15 days during August, and on 15 days during September; the mean 
depth being 3°61 inches in July, 4°46 inches in August, and 3°33 inches in 
September. Easterly winds blew on 7 days in July, on 13 days in August, and 
on 3 days in September. Westerly winds blew on 17 days in July, on 10 days in 
August, and on 19 days in September. Northerly winds blew on 7 days in July, 
on 9 days in August, and on 6 days in September. Southerly winds blew on 
11 days in July, on 8 days in August, and on 10 days in September.

NOTES ON THE NUMERICAL RETURNS OF SCOTTISH METEOROLOGY 
FOR THE QUARTER ENDING SEPTEMBER 1900, 


By Dr Bucuay, under the Direction of the Council of the Scottish Meteorological Society. 


THESE returns are founded on the observations made, morning and evening, at 65 of 
the Stations of the Scottish Meteorological Society, and have been prepared from the 
Observers’ separate schedules. 

From the individual results for each station, the following collective results have 
been obtained, assuming them to have been equally well observed, and to represent the 
whole country :—

JULY 1900— 

Hence the weather of JULY 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
considerably above the average, with a monthly range a good deal under it ; a mean 
temperature greatly in excess of the average, with a mean daily range a degree under ; 
it; a mean humidity a little above the average ; a mean rainfall a little above the 
average, falling on four days more than the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29-929 inches, or 0°043 inch more than the 
average. The singular feature of the geographical distribution of pressure is that it was 
greater in the extreme northern and extreme southern stations than at stations inter- 
mediate, resulting in a greater prevalence of northerly winds in the northern half of 
Scotland, and south-westerly winds in the southern half of Scotland, accompanied with 
the differences of temperature observed under these conditions. 

_ The mean temperature was 58°-9, or 1°°7 above the average, the days being 1°'1 and 
the nights 2°:2 above the respective averages. The distribution of temperature was very 
unequal in Shetland ; where northerly winds prevailed most, it was half a degree under 
the average ; whereas in the south, where southerly winds prevailed, the excess was 
about three degrees in Tweeddale. This district being well protected to westward by 
broad ranges of hills, the winds on arriving there were drier, and the sunshine con- 
sequently stronger. The warmest weather was from the 11th to the 20th, and 23rd 
to 28th. The absolutely highest temperature was 83°°0 on the 20th at Pinmore ; and 
the lowest, 36°-0, on the 7th at Benquhat, and on the 8th at North Esk Reservoir, _ 

The mean rainfall was 3°61 inches, or 15 per cent. above the average. The amounts 
of the rainfall were very unequally distributed. South of the Forth and Clyde it was 
generally, but to no great extent, under the average ; also slightly under the average in 
western Ross-shire. On the other hand, it was above the average in the northern 
islands, Caithness, the shores of the Moray Firth, and along the east coast as far south ‘ 
as Arbroath, the excess exceeding 70 per cent. at Bressay, Stromness, Thurso, Pentland " 
Skerries, Dunrobin, and Gordon Castle. A striking feature of the rainfall was the un- . 
usual frequency with which it fell, and a singular absence of heavy daily falls anywhere. 
Except at a very few places during thunderstorms, the amount collected on any day did 
not exceed an inch. Thunderstorms were of general occurrence on the 2nd, 3rd, 12th, ; 
16th, 20th, and 21st. There were no gales or storms of wind. 

AUGUST 1900— 

Hence the weather of AUGUST 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure and monthly range both much in excess of the average; a mean temperature 
somewhat under the average, with a mean daily range also under the average ; a mean 
humidity a little under the average ; a mean rainfall about a fourth part above the 
average ; and six days excess of northerly and easterly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°950 inches, cr 0°092 inch in excess of the 
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average. The excess was very much greater in the north and east than in the south and 
south-west. This distribution of the pressure resulted in the prevalent winds above 
referred to, the winds in excess of the average being N. 1 day, N.E. 2 days, E. 3 days, 
and 8.E. 1 day. 

The mean temperature was 55°°8, or 0°:8 less than the average, the days being 1°*1 
and the nights 0°6 less than the average. The distribution of the temperature over the 
country was unusually abnormal. Everywhere to the north and west of a line from 
Inverness, passing down the Caledonian Canal to Oban, and thence to Greenock and 
Loch Ryan, temperature was above the average ; but in all other districts it was under 
the average, the greatest deficiency from 1°°5 to 2°-0 occurring in the east trom Kinnaird 
Head to the Tweed, at which the easterly winds arrived direct from the sea. But as 
winds advanved westward, temperature gradually increased till at Rothesay, Poltalloch, 
and Skerryvore it was a degree above the average, and in the Outer Hebrides nearly 
two degrees. The absolutely highest temperature was §2°°8 on the 14th at Lairg, and 
the lowest 34°°0 on the 27th at Kingussie. 

The mean rainfall was 4°46 inches, or 23 per cent. above the average. It was under 
the average in Shetland, Orkney, Caithness, Sutherland, Wester Ross, Skye, and 
detached portions of Perthshire, and Argyllshire, the deticiency scarcely exceeding a 
third of the average anywhere. In other parts of the country the rainfall was above 
the average, the greatest excess being south of the Forth and Clyde. The greatest 
excess was fully 80 per cent. in Berwickshire, and fully 50 per cent. in Galloway. Little 
rain fell from the 13th to the 18th, and from the 24th to the 30th, On the other hand 
very heavy daily falls are reported on the Ist, 6th, 12th, 19th to the 22nd and the 31st ; 
the weather of this month thus differing widely from that of July. On the above dates 
daily falls of upwards of an inch were frequent, and even daily falls exceeding two 
inches were not uncommon. These heavy rains often accompanied with high winds did 
great and extensive damage to the standing crops, and seriously interfered with the use 
of the reaping machine. Storms, as distinguished from high winds, occurred only in 
the northeast, from Montrose to Nairn on the 6th and 7th, and round The Minch on the 
22nd and 23rd. 

SEPTEMBER 1900— 

Hence the weather of September 1900 was characterised by a rather high barometric 
pressure, with a monthly range considerably above the average ; a mean temperature, a 
degree above the average, with an extraordinarily high mean daily range, higher indeed 
than any that has occurred during the past 45 years ; a mean humidity unusually low ; a 
mean rainfall slightly under the average, falling one day less than the average ; and an 
unwonted excess of westerly winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°958 inches, or 0°115 inch above the average. 
The excess was greater in the west than in the east, and very much greater in the south 
than in the north, the excesses being 0°067 inch in Shetland and 07158 inch on the 
Solway. This distribution resulted in an excess of four days westerly winds connected 
with anticyclones which frequently prevailed with their centres generally to the south- 
east and south. Thus these westerly winds were, especially in all eastern districts, very 
dry. / 

a The mean temperature was 53°°8, or 1°0 above the average, the days being 2°'3 
above and the nights 0°4 under the average, being the simple result of the strong 
insolation through the dry atmosphere which prevailed. The increase of temperature 
was pretty equally distributed over the country, except that it was a little greater over 
the more southern districts well sheltered from the westerly winds. The absolutely 
highest temperature was 83°°5 on the 14th at Lairg, and the lowest 27°-2 on the 25th at 
Montrose. 

The mean rainfall was 3°33 inches or 8 per cent. under the average. It was above 
the average in Shetland, Orkney, the West Coast from Cape Wrath to the Mull of 
Kintyre, the Outer Hebrides, Kinross and West Perthshire. The excess was 90 per 
cent, at Stornoway, and about 60 per cent. at Stromness, Cape Wrath,jStoerhead and 
Fladda. In all other districts the rainfall was under the average, the greatest deficiency 
being about 50 per cent. in the north-east of Aberdeenshire, at Montrose and in lower 
Tweeddale. Nearly all the rain fell from the 4th to the 10th and from the 18th to the 
30th. The heaviest daily falls, being in many cases considerably above an inch, were 
recorded on the 26th, 27th, 29th and 30th. The largest rainfall at any of the Stations 
was 16°96 inches on Ben Nevis, and the smallest 1°14 inch at Montrose and 1°15 inch at 
Broomlands. ‘The month was remarkable for the absence of thunder, the only instance 
reported being at Lednathie on the 18th. Aurora is reported from Ben Nevis on the 16th.

: _ Durie the quarter ending 31st December 1900, there were registered in 
; Scotland 30,953 Births, 19,302 Deaths, and 8734 Marriages. Table III. shows 
2 the Births and Deaths to have been below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years, and the Marriages to have been above it.

30,953 Births were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at the 
_Yate of 285 for every ten thousand of the estimated population, or 2°85 per cent. 
| In the Principal Town Districts, the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons 
was 297 ; in the Large Town Districts, 294 ; in the Small Town Districts, 293 ; in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts, 254; and in the Insular-Rural Districts, 221. 
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4 Report. 


In Greenock the Birth-rate for every ten thousand persons was 345; in 
Aberdeen, 322; in Glasgow, 304; in Leith, 291; in Paisley, 285; in Dundee, 
264; in Perth, 246 ; and in Edinburgh, 243. 


Of the 30,953 Births, 1993, or 6°4 per cent., were illegitimate, In the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, 8°4 per cent. of the Births were illegitimate; in the 
Principal Town Districts, 6°3; in the Small Town Districts, 6°0; in the Insular- 
Rural Districts, 5°8 ; and in the Large Town Districts, 5:0 per cent. 


A comparative statement of the rate of illegitimacy in the Divisions and 
Counties of Scotland will be found in Tables I. and II. From Table I. it 
will be seen that the rate of illegitimacy was highest in the North-Eastern and 
Southern Divisions. Table II. shows that in nine of the Counties the rate was 
over 10 per cent. The highest rate in any county occurred in Wigtown,e viz., 
14:8 per cent. ; while in Kinross none of the Births were illegitimate. 


Of the 30,953 Births, 15,904 were of males, and 15,049 of females, being at 


the rate of 106 males for every 100 females. 11,292 Births were registered during 
October, being at the rate of 364 daily ; 9732 during November, or 324 daily ; 
and 9929 during December, or 320 daily.

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DEATHS. 


The Deaths of 19,302 persons were registered in Scotland during the 
quarter, being at the annual rate of 178 for every ten thousand of the estimated 
population, or 1°78 per cent. 


The number of Deaths registered in England and Wales during the quarter 
was 131,468, being at the annual rate of 163 for every ten thousand of the esti- 
mated population, or 1°63 per cent. 


The Death-rate in the Principal Town Districts for every ten thousand 
persons was 196; in the Large Town Districts, 184; in the Small Town 
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6 Report. 


In Glasgow the Death-rate for every ten thousand persons was 208 ; 
in Greenock, 206; in Aberdeen, 204; in Dundee and in Paisley, 202; in 
Perth, 183 ; in Edinburgh, 179; and in Leith, 155. 


Of the 19,302 Deaths, 9662 were of males and 9640 of females. 6248 
Deaths were registered during October, or 202 daily; 6385 during November, 
or 213 daily ; and 6669 during December, or 215 daily. 


MARRIAGES. 


8734 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the quarter, being at 
the annual rate of 80 for every ten thousand persons, or 0°80 per cent. 


In the Principal Town Districts, Marriages occurred at the rate of 90 for 
every ten thousand persons; in the Large Town Districts at the rate of 79; in the 
Small Town Districts at the rate of 81; in the Mainland-Rural Districts at the 
rate of 66; and in the Insular-Rural Districts at the rate of 55 per ten thousand. 


The Marriage-rate for every ten thousand persons in Edinburgh was 99; 
in Glasgow and in Aberdeen, 97 ; in Perth, 95; in Greenock, 81; in Leith, 80; 
in Paisley, 73 ; and in Dundee, 63. 


2035 Marriages were registered during October, or 66 daily; 1960 during 
November, or 65 daily ; and 4739 during December, or 153 daily. 


INCREASE OF POPULATION AND EMIGRATION. 


The Births for the quarter having numbered 30,953, and the Deaths 
19,302, the natural increase of the population, not allowing for changes caused by 
emigration and immigration, was 11,651. No information is available regarding 
the number of immigrants, but from Returns furnished by the Board of Trade it 
is found that the number of emigrants for the quarter was 61,449, of whom 
26,815 were English, 4074 Scottish, 6537 Irish, 22,161 Foreign, and 1862 whose 
nationality was not distinguished, but of whom it may be assumed that 127 were 
Scottish. If, then, 4074 +127, the number of Scottish emigrants, be deducted 
from the number representing the excess of Births over Deaths, 7450 remains 
as the approximate increase of the population during the quarter.

DISEASES IN THE ABOVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


About 36 per cent. of the population of Scotland being resident in these 
towns, it is believed that the mortality from various diseases observed in them 
must indicate with tolerable precision that which prevails in the country at large. 


The total Deaths in these towns was 2655 during October, 2700 during 
November, and 2676 during December; and of these, 129 in October, 120 in 
November, and 104 in December, were from ill-defined and not specified causes, 


Miasmatic Diseases caused 217 Deaths in October, or 1:59 per thousand of 
the estimated population ; 248 in N ovember, or 1°88 per thousand ; and 299 in 
December, or 2°19 per thousand. Under the heading “ Other Miasmatic Diseases,” 


there were entered, in October, 2 Deaths from Plague, which had been registered 
in Glasgow. 


Measles caused 23 Deaths in October, or 0°17 per thousand of the estimated 
population ; 42 in November, or 0°32 per thousand ; and 60 in December, or 
0-44 per thousand. Scarlet Fever caused 32 Deaths in October, or 0°23 per 
thousand ; 20 in November, or 0°15 per thousand ; and 31 in:December, or 0:23 
per thousand. To Hooping-Cough were ascribed 75 Deaths in October, or 0°55 per 
thousand ; 116 in November, or 0°88 ; and 136 in December, or 1-00 per thousand. 
To Diphtheria were attributed 32 Deaths in October, or 0°23; 30 in N ovem ber, 
or 0°23; and 29 in December, or 0°21 per thousand. From Fevers there 
resulted 36 Deaths in October, or 0°26 per thousand ; 27 in November, or 0°20 
per thousand ; and 24 in December, or 0°18 per thousand. 


Diarrhoea and Dysentery caused 101 Deaths in October, or 0°74 oer thousand ; 
46 in November, or 0°35 per thousand; and 31 in December, or 0°23 per thousand. 


Venereal Diseases caused 18 Deaths in October, 11 in N ovember, and 13 in 
December. 


From Intemperance there resulted 10 Deaths in October, 15 Deaths in 
November, and 10 Deaths in December, 
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Constitutional Diseases caused 515 Deaths in October, 452 in November, 
and 493 in December ; and of these, Cancer was the cause of 124 in October, 
108 in November, and 126 in December ; Phthisis of 243 in October, or 1°78 per 
thousand of estimated population ; 203 in November, or 1°54 per thousand ; and 
229 in December, or 1°68 per thousand. 


Developmental Diseases caused 187 Deaths in October, 198 in November, 
and 197 in December. 


From Diseases of the Nervous System there resulted 263 Deaths in October, 
261 in November, and 294 in December. 


To Diseases of the Respiratory System were attributed 527 Deaths in 
October, 672 in November, and 575 in December ; and of these, Croup was the 
cause of 4 in October, of 8 in November, and of 4 in December ; Bronchitis of 203 
in October, 279 in November, and of 247 in December; and Pneumonia of 261 
in October, 319 in November, and 279 in December. 


Diseases affecting the Digestive Organs were the cause of 218 Deaths in 
October, of 194 in November, and of 176 in December. 


To Diseases of the Urinary System were ascribed 79 Deaths in October, 75 


in November, and 73 in December. 


Parturition, or Diseases in connection therewith (including Puerperal Fever), 
caused 17 Deaths in October, 23 in November, and 17 in December. 


To Violent Causes were attributed 112 Deaths in October, 117 in November, 
and 113 in December. 


WEATHER. 


The following remarks on the weather of the quarter are extracted from 
the Meteorological Returns which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

October was characterised by a mean barometric pressure near the average of 
the month, with a monthly range a good deal under the average ; a mean tempera- 
ture a little under the average, with a mean daily range rather above the average ; 
a mean humidity rather more than the average ; a very large mean rainfall, falling 
on two days more than the average ; and five days’ excess of W.N.W. winds, blow- 
ing with nearly the average force. 

November was characterised by a low mean barometric pressure, with a monthly 
range a good deal under the average ; a mean temperature fully a degree above the 
average, with a very small mean daily range ; a mean humidity which has not been 
exceeded since 1874; a quite unusual heavy mean rainfall, falling on five days 
more than the average; and five days’ excess of south-easterly winds, of a force 


much less than the average. 
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December was characterised by a very low barometric pressure, and a rather 
low inonthly range; an almost unprecedentedly high temperature, higher than 
any recorded since December 1857, with a mean daily range only very slightly 
under the average ; a mean humidity a little less than the average ; a quite un- 
usual heavy rainfall, with 25 rainy days, or 8 days in excess of the average; a 
large preponderance of southerly winds, and blowing with a mean force greater 
than has hitherto been recorded by the Meteorological Society’s observers in 
December. 


The mean height of the barometric column, reduced to sea-level and 32° 
Fahr., was 29°804 inches in October, 29°696 inches in November, and 29°620 
inches in December. The mean temperature for the quarter was 43°°4, being 1°°3 
above the average mean temperature for the quarter during the last ten years. 
The mean temperature during October was 45°:5; during November, 42°-0; and 
during December, 42°-7. The absolute highest temperature was 66°°4 in October, 
64°-0 in November, and 59°°0 in December; the absolute lowest temperature 
being 21°:4 in October, 18°:0 in November, and 22°-5 in December. Rain fell on 
21 days during October, on 20 days during November, and on 25 days during 
December ; the mean depth being 5:12 inches in October, 4°92 inches in November, 
and 7-01 inches in December. Easterly winds blew on 3 days in October, on 10 
days in November, and on 6 days in December. Westerly winds blew on 20 days 
in October, on 11 days in November, and on 18 days in December. Northerly 
winds blew on 10 days in October, on 6 days in November, and on 4 days in 


December. Southerly winds blew on 8 days in October, on 10 days in November, 
and on 14 days in December.

Hence the weather of OCTOBER 1900 was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure very nearly the average of the month, with a monthly range much under the 
average ; a mean temperature a degree under the average ; a mean daily range a degree 
above the average ; a mean humidity the average ; a very large mean rainfall, larger 
indeed than any that has occurred in October since 1874, falling on 4 days mcre than 
the average, and 7 days’ excess of W.N.W. winds, of less than their usual force. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°804 inches, being very slightly less than 
the average. Pressure was, however, rather unequally distributed, being above the 
average to west of a line drawn from Dumfries to Stornoway, but under the average 
over all other districts of the country. The inevitable result of this higher relative 
pressure in the west, and lower in the east, was the unusual predominance of W.N.W. 
winds which prevailed 7 days more than the average. 

The mean temperature was 45°°5, or one degree under the average, the days being 
0°-4 and the nights 1°5 under the average. Hence the low temperature was mainly 
occasioned by the greater cold of the nights during these W.N.W. winds. The greatest 
depression of the temperature occurred at eastern and inland stations to the north of 
the latitude of the Firth of Tay, being generally about a degree and a half; but to the 
south of this only about half a degree, and over considerable portions of these divisions 
of Scotland temperature exceeded the average about the third of a degree. The 
absolutely highest temperature was 66°-4 on the 18th at Lairg, and the lowest 21°-4 on 
the 16th at Kingussie. 

The mean rainfall was 5°12 inches, or 27 per cent. above the average. Its dis- 
tribution over the country was singularly unequal, being above the average except in 
a few scattered and limited districts in the Hebrides, in Aberdeenshire, and round the 
shores of the Moray Firth, where it was slightly under the average. The largest falls, 
exceeding the average by 50 per cent., occurred in Mid and East Lothians and at places 
in the counties of Fife, Berwick, Ayr, Orkney, and Shetland. Much the largest pro- 
portion fell during the first half of the month, the heaviest falls being from the 4th 
to the 13th, on the 17th and 31st. : 

Hence the weather of NOVEMBER 1900 was characterised by a very low mean 
barometric pressure and a rather low monthly range; a mean temperature about a 
degree above the average, and a mean daily range nearly a degree under it; a mean 
humidity which has not been exceeded since 1864; an unusually large mean rainfall, 
falling on 4 days more than the average ; and 3 days’ excess of E.S.E. winds. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°696 inches, cr 0°134 inch less than the 
average. North of the Grampians barometric pressure was relatively much lower than 
to the south. Thus in the counties of Wigtown and Berwick, pressure was 0°164 inch, 
and at North Unst only 0°040 inch under the averages. Thus gradients were formed 
for the south-easterly winds which prevailed. 

The mean temperature was 42°:0, or 1°-1 above the average, the days being 0°-7 and 
the nights 1°5 above the average, the higher temperature being thus occasioned by 
the warmer nights. Everywhere over the country the temperature was in excess of 
the average, the excess being greatest at Eastern Stations, and least in the west and in 
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inland situations. The absolutely highest temperaturejwas 64°°0 on the Ist at Loanhead, 
and the lowest 18°:0 on the 19th at Stobo Castle. 

The mean rainfall was 4°92 inches, or 28 per cent. above the average. Everywhere 
south of the Grampians it was above the average, and round the Moray Firth from the 
Spey northwards, or over those districts open to the south-easterly and easterly winds ; 
the greatest excess, fully 50 per cent. occurring from the Dee to the Tweed. In other 
districts it was slightly under the average. Little or no rain fell from the 17th to the 
21st, but fell nearly every day during the rest of the month. Thunder was nearly 
altogether absent. 

Hence the weather of DECEMBER 1900 was characterised by a very low mean 
barometric pressure, with a rather low monthly range ; by a mean temperature higher 
than any recorded in December since 1865, with a mean daily range slightly less than 
the average, a mean humidity a little under the average ; a mean rainfall only exceeded 
since 1856 by the rainfall of December 1876, which was, 7°57 inches as against 7°01 
inches of 1900. This heavy rainfall fell on 25 days, being 8 days more than the average, 
and larger than any month during the past forty years; and 4 days’ excess of westerly 
winds, blowing with a force far exceeding the average. 

The mean barometric pressure was 29°620 inches, or 07162 inch less than the 
average. The depression below the average was very much greater in the north than 
in the south, being 0°220 inch in Shetland, but only 0-134 inch at the Mull of Galloway. 
Thus very steep gradients were formed from south to north, occasioning the unusual 
prevalence of the westerly winds of the unusual strength as stated above. 

The mean temperature was 42°°7, or 4°°7 above the average, the days being 4°°5 
and the nights 4°9 above the average. This extraordinary high temperature was 
generally distributed over all parts of the country, with the exception that the excess 
was a little greater in inland situations, as happens with this type of weather. The 
absolutely highest temperature was 59°°0 on the 14th at Perth, and the lowest 22°°5 on 
the 4th at Lairg. The absence of very low temperature is a marked feature of the 
meteorology of this month. 

The mean rainfall was 7°01 inches, or 69 per cent. above the average. The rainfall 
was very slightly under the average in the eastern portions of the counties of Aberdeen 
and Caithness, the greatest deficiency being 24 per cent. at Haddo House and 12 per 
cent. at Wick. Everywhere else it was above the average, the greatest excesses being, 
in percentages, 157 at Kingussie, 141 at Stronvar, 130 at North Esk Reservoir and 
Cromarty, and fully 100 per cent. at Wolfelee, Drumlanrig, Paisley, Roslin, Stirling, 
Fort Augustus, and Invergarry.
